Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. The subject matter that is being claimed is unclear. The claim 
seems to be drawn toward a design type claim in a utility application. The specification 
is not clear as to what the applicants invention is (i.e. is it a room layout? is it a method 
of conflict resolution?). Furthermore, the invention cannot operate as intended without 
undue experimentation. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the features which applicant regards as the invention are not 
understood. The claim does not appear to be drawn to a structural or method claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The application seems to be directed toward 
an abstract idea, however in order to satisfy 35 USC 101 an abstract idea when 
practically applied must produce a useful, concrete and tangible result. The applicant 
provides no support of concrete and tangible result. 

The remainder of the office action considers the claim as best understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Trufant 
proposal (dated November 28, 1989). As best understood Trufant discloses layout and 
method for conflict resolution as required.
